Power of the Waves. 
The iKJWer of waves, says M. Broiin- 
in, in La Nature, is the sum of two 
efforts, one dynamic aud due to the or­ 
bital movement of the w’ater particles, 
thiE* other static, and dependent on the 
height of the center of gravity of the 
mass raised above its normal position. 
Theory and observation seem to show 
that the total power of waves is di­ 
vided equally between these static and 
dynamic effects. 
If a body of w’ater 
meets the wall of u structure there is 
a shock, and tida is mo.st violent at 
the wate*’ surface, dimiiiising with the 
depth.

Hous e Elev en Hundred Years Old. 
Sr. Albans p ossesses the oldest in­ 
habited house in England. 
This dis­ 
tinction is said to belong to the old 
Round House, now the Fighting Cocks 
Inn, which stands close to the River
